The newly added language "single stranded template nucleic acid" raises new issue, 
which requires a further consideration. 

2. The newly added language "single stranded template nucleic acid" has no support in the 
specification because the statement at page 5, lines 3-4 in the specification explains that dNTPs 
labeled with the cleavable tags function as terminators, are incorporated in a single stranded 
nucleic acid molecule via a primer extension reaction and block further extension. Thus the 
statement at page 5, lines 3-4 in the specification does not support the newly added language. 

3. Without entering the newly added language the rejection is maintained with the same 
reasons as set forth in the Office action mailed 4/24/07.
